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BOW TI B COSSACK S REBEL 

The 24th Ural Regiment Arrests 
Its Own Officers. 


A desputch from'St. Petersburg .says' 
According to private advices, the 24th 
LTal (Cossack) Regiment ha* mutinied 
at Samaricand, Asiatic Russia, urrested 
its oflleers and replaced mein with men 
from tiie ranks. The commander of the 
garrison of Samaricand, it is said, has 
demanded the immediate surrender f 
the mutineers, the artillery has been 
called out and the city is in a state of 
panic. 

POLICE ARE POWERLESS. 

In spite of the wholesale arrests and 
deportation of revolutionists the big 
centres’ dally chronicle of murder and 
robbery is not appreciably diminishing. 
The police seem to be utterly powerless 
to capture the criminals. They do not 
make un arrest in one case out qf 25. 
While the revolutionary opposition to 
the Government has thus degenerated 
Into a campaign of crime/ the three 
political put ties—Constitutional Demo- 
crats. Octobrists and Regenehitionlsts— 
are drifting. The efforts to effect an 
amalgamation have failed, and all the 
leaders seem to be greedy at sea as to 
what tactics to pursue. 

SITUATION DECIDEDLY GRAVE. 

A despatch from Samara, Russia, 
says : The ugrarian situation in this 
province is most grave. Disorders are 
prevalent in numerous districts, and 
troops have bean requisitioned to restore 
order in three localities, where firing is 
going on. Many rnen have been killed. 
The peasants of the Kolsoff estate, who 
recently seized and occupied the land, 
iittve returned the properly to its own¬ 
ers. A strike of factory hands lias be¬ 
gun in Samara, and u number of ugi- 
Caters huve been arrested. 

RAILWAY STRIKE ARRANGED. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says . 
At a meeting of one hundred and forty- 
two delegates, representing all tiie 
Russian railways. Just concluded ;n 
Finland, It was resolved that u general 
strike will be feasible at a near date un 1 
to issue instructions to prepare for it. 
A committee was appointed to draw up 
a strike appeal or any other manifesto 
which may be found necessary.

Official statistics show the extent of 
the panic umong the -land-owners. Since 
•lost November 1,702,557 dessiatines (a 
(lessiutine is a little over two und a half 
acres) of land were offered to the Pea- 
aunts' Bank at about $83 per dessiatine, 
but the amount actually bought und sold 
to the peasants Is not stuted. The bank 
Is selling the laud to the peasants on 
easy terms, in some places it Is said 
the land question is settling itself by 
this method.

Denounced. 

A despatch from Berlin, Germany, 
says: The Government Medical Depart¬ 
ment has issued a report on the sani¬ 
tary condition o(, the Prussian bakeries 
and slaughter houses, to which the 
newspapers are giving sensational prom¬ 
inence, one of them using the caption 
“America in Prussia.’’ The report says 
that many of the butchering establish¬ 
ments were found in a very unclean 
condition. The Government Inspectors 
found the conditions in the bakeries to 
bo particularly objectionable. In one 
town boys kneaded the dough with 
their feet and one bakery was found to 
be occupied by cats and hens, One 
baker admitted that his floor and vats 
were acrubbed only once a year.

RIQJERS LOOT CAPE TOWN SHOPS. 

An Army of Unemployed Do Extensive 
Damage. 

A Cape Town despatch says: Re¬ 
markable scenes were witnessed here on 
Friday. For some time past “unem¬ 
ployed" agitators have been vigorously 
at work, spreading Socialistic doctrines, 
and u deputation waited on Dr. Jame¬ 
son, the Premier, demanding employ¬ 
ment. At a certain stage of the inter¬ 
view Dr. Jameson promised food and 
shelter to the genuine unemployed^ but 
after the deputation had gone two cr 
three white agitators incited a crowd of 
70U colored hooligans lo loot the shops. 
Riots followed, and continued through¬ 
out the greater portion of the day. A 
large number of shops were looted, and 
the police charged the crowd, severul 
conflicts occurring. Nine arrests were 
made. Very few white men are impli¬ 
cated in the riots, the looters consisting 
chiefly of a low type of colored hooli¬ 
gans. Order was restored in the even¬ 
ing.

BLAZE AT DE9ERONTO. 

The Eastern Portion ol the Town >Va» 
Threatened. 

A Deseronto despatch says: One of 
the most disastrous fires which has oc¬ 
curred here in recent years started this 
afternoon shortly after 4 o’clock, and 
for about an hour threatened to wipe out 
the whole eastern portion of the town.

MOTORISTS' FINES. 

Nearly 033,000 Paid in Britain During 

Past Fiscal Year. 

A desputch from l.ondon says: Nearly 
$55,000 in lines was puid by British uu- 
tomobillste, during the year ending June 
30th last, statistics for which relating 
to “motor-cur offences” huve Just been 
issued. The number of prosecutions 
during the year was 6.1G5, and 4,915 de¬ 
fendants were fined, making the uver- 
uge fine obout $11. In 1,245 cases the 
prosecution was for exceeding the speed 
limit. Five motorists were sent by the 
magistrates for trial on serious charges 
—injury to pedestrians through neglect, 
drunkenness while in charge of an au¬ 
tomobile. etc. It is a striking comment | 
on the sometimes excessive zeal of the I 
rural police against uutomobilists, that j 
739 prosecutions were withdrawn ur | 
dismissed, while 452 defendants were 
discharged on payment of costs.

A despatch from Valparaiso says: 
From the plaza de la Victoria as far as 
the plaza In the section called Las De 
lie las four-fifths of the houses are com 
pletely destroyed, and the remaining 
fifth are badly damaged.

ALL THE FIRES OUT. 

The authorities now are beginning to 
get Jn provisions, and water again is 
being supplied. Ail the fires are out. 
The first shock lasted four minutes and 
a half, and Ihe second two minutes, 
Most of Ihe houses were thrown down 
ry the second shock. Estimates of the 
damage range from $25,OOO.OOu to $50,- 
000,000. The Almendral quarter has 
been absolutely destroyed. 

The people are still camping on the 
surrounding hills and the streets and 
plazas, and are culm and courage re¬ 
turning. The declaration is made that 
80,000 persons will leave the city. The 
lack of food is not yet serious. 

Telegraphic communication with San¬ 
tiago was re-established on Tuesday. 
Several steamers are engaged in moving 
the people of the city to points to the 
north and south. 

ANOTHER ESTIMATE. 

Ihe loss of life by the eurthquuke of 
Thursday, August 10, probably will not 
be short of 3,000, while the properly 
destroyed is estimated at $100,000,000, 
and possibly is fur in excess of that 
sum. 

Order Is being maintained with Ihe 
utmost severity by the military, police 
and armed citizens’ patrols, who ore 
empowered lo shoot on the spot. The 
authorities are showing the utmost en¬ 
ergy in Ihe protection of property. 

With the first terrible shock of the 
earthquake buildings collapsed, their 
walls falling with tremendous noise. 

T he inmates in muny cases were unable 
to escape. The shock was followed al¬ 
most immediately by a fierce storm, the 
wind prostrating walls that had been 
weakened by the earthquake, and these 
broke trolley wires, which flashed in¬ 
cessantly. The second shock was even 
heavier than the first. 

SLIGHT SHOCKS CONTINUE. 

A despatch from London says: A 
cable despatch filed late on Tuesday 
night by the agent at Valparaiso of 
iluth & Co., says that slight shocks 
continue, and that further large fires 
huve occurred there. 

AN OPTIMISTIC PREDICTION.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

Parry Harbor Mon l’*cd llist Revolver 
With Terrible Effect. 

A Parry Sound. Out., despatch says: 
Crazed by jealousy, Henry Anderson, 
a rn—e-aged man, employed in the 
yard of the Parry Sound Lumber Com¬ 
pany, on Tuesday night shot his wife 
dead at the door of a neighbors house 
In Parry Harbor, and then returning »o 
his own house placed the revolver ti 
his head and ended his life with a bul¬ 
let. 

A relative of the dead woman, who 
was standing near, witnessed the first 
act in the tragedy. Anderson fired 
twice, both bullets taking effect. The 
woman was entering the door of .he 
neighbor’s house when the first shot 
was fired, striking her in the shoulder. 
She turned round facing her infuriated 
husband as he advanced upon her. Then 
taking deliberate aim Anderson fired 
uguln, the bullet striking her in tin* 
centre of the forehead, kiting her in¬ 
stantly. 

The weapon with which Ihe deed wos 
committed was a new one and hud 
evidently been recently purchased. 

Anderson’s family relations have no; 
been happy for a long time pn*4. and 
he Is reputed to have been cruel und 
overbearing towards his wife. He hud 
been at one time arrested for beating 
and ill-treating her. and on one occa¬ 
sion she sought to have him bound over 
to keep the peace after he had repeated- 
ly threatened her life. He was a man cf 
fitful and violnt temper und subject to 
fits of violent jealousy. Two children, 
u boy and a girl, are left orphans us a 
result of the double tragedy.

COLD FOUND IN NEW ONTARIO. 

Kentucky Prospector Makes a Lucky 
Strike.

Smith, chairman of the Terniskaming 
and Northern Ontario Railway Com- 
I puny. Mr. Smith has learned that a

HORRIFYING DETAILS. 

A despatch from Santiago says: Some 
of the horrifying details of the terrible 
disaster came here on Wednesday in 
the first mail I hat has been received 
since the earthquake began. Fifty chil¬ 
dren in one house were crushed and 
three Catholic nuns, who were attempt¬ 
ing to rescue those in the ruins, were 
killed by another shock, which brought 
Ihe remuinder of the building down. 

The only light on the first night of the 
eurthquako was that thrown by the 
feeble rays from the ships in the har¬ 
bor. The street were filled with wild, 
shrieking people. The crash of falling 
buildings on all sides and the noise of 
breaking glass was a terrific din. The 
next morning brought a terrible sight. 
Bodies luy exposed on all sides. No 
^>ne has had the time or inclination to 
remove them, and they have been there 
sfoce. Many squares are now piled 
with debris. 

President Ricsco has sent a telegram 
to the Rothschilds, declining their offer 
and aid, saying that Chili can rise un¬ 
assisted. Congress is awaiting further 
information as to the extent of the dis¬ 
aster before acting on the proposition; 
for raising a loan. Commercial inter¬ 
ests are opposed to a scheme for the 
suspension of payments, claiming that 
the proposed issue of 80,000,000 pesos 
will save the situation. 

Many rich families in Valparaiso have 
been completely ruined. One million¬ 
aire, Mr. Edwards, lost 40,000,000 pesos 
(about 815,000,000) alone. 

Small islands have appeared .in Val¬ 
paraiso Bny, and incoming ships con¬ 
firm the reports of depressions on the 
const. 

The Chilian insurance companies will 
sustain heavy losses by the disaster, as 
a recent law practically drove all for¬ 
eign companies out of the country. 
There has been no decision yet regard¬ 
ing the payment of losses. 

The Mayor has forbidden the erection 
of tents in the streets and public thor¬ 
oughfares. 

PLAGUE IS FEARED. 

A despatch from Valparaiso, Chill says: 
Some of the business houses here re¬ 
opened on Thursday for the first time 
since the earthquake. Telephone and 
telegraph communication with Santi¬ 
ago has been re-established, but " the 
lines are almost exclusively used by the 
Government officials. The city is still 
under martial law, traffic ceases ul 
6 o'clock in the evening, and everybody 
is compelled to take some part in the 
work, under the direction of the Min¬ 
isters of the Interior and Industry, as¬ 
sisted by the local Government officials, 
in restoring normal conditions bore. As 
a first instalment the Government has 
appropriated 84,000,000 for the relief of 
the destitute. The Custom house was 
reopened on Thursday, and traffic by 
water and by rail has been resumed. 
The post service is also in operation. 

One of the greatest difficulties encoun¬ 
tered by the authorities is 'he burial of 
the bodies recovered from j^ie ruins, as 
all the cemeteries were destroyed. At 
the temporary morgue heaps of coffins 
hove accumulated. The work of recov¬ 
ering the bodies Is being pushed to the 
utmost in order to avoid an epidemic, 
tn fear of which many families are leav¬ 
ing the city. 

COMPANY TO RECONSTRUCT. 

A movement Is on foot to organize a 
company to facilitate the raising of the 
money necessary to reconstruct the 
city. 

All the provinces of the north and 
south, which have not suffered from 
the earthquake, are sending supplies of 
food and money to the stricken cities 
and towns. The Department of Public 
Works at Santiago has appropriated 
8100.000 for the construction of sheds to 
shelter the refugees from Valparaiso 
anil elsewhere, who continue to arrive 
st the Chilean esnita) In larue numbers.

SAMOA’S GREAT VOLCANO 

frHE ERUPTION ON 8AVAU GROWING 
MORE VIOLENT. 

Sea Heated to Bolling Point by Tremen¬ 
dous Lava Flow on An Isioml 
of the Pacific. 

At last accounts the new volcano on 
the Island of Savaii, the largest of the 
Samoan group, was in more violent 
eruption than ever. The volcano was 
Just a year old on August 5th. 

It came after a series of about 50 
earthquakes, some of them very violent. 
A photograph of the volcano taken only 
a few weeks after it first came into view 
shows an enormous mass of volcanic 
matter heaped around the crater. This 
mass was lifted from the subterranean 
depths by the eruptive forces to a 
height of at least six or seven miles and 
scattered in the first two or three weeks 
around the chimneylike vent through 
which it had passed. 

We do i^ot know from what depths 
under the garth’s surface volcanic ma¬ 
terial may ie brought, but the volcanic 
islands of .Samoa rise from sea depths 
of from 25,000 to 28,000 feet, and the 
millions of tons of outpourings in the 
volcano of Savaii were carried up 
through the throat that opened from 
subterranean regions to the surface of 
Allis island mass. 

This is the, second volcano that has 
come to light on this island within three 
years. All the islands of the group, ex¬ 
cepting the coral islets around them, 
are of volcanic origin, but there is no 
evidence that voleunic disturbances have 
occurred on any of them, excepting 
Savaii, 

FOK THOUSANDS OF YEARS. 

The new volcano is the interior of 
the island, about seven miles from Mau- 
guufi, the volcano that was found in 
September, 1902. In all phases of these 
outbursts the recent eruption has been 
far more severe than its predecessor. 

The spectacle at times has been mag¬ 
nificent as well as terrifying, and 
though Apaia, the capital of German 
Samoa, is about GO miles away, the in¬ 
habitants, from the heights above the 
town, have at times been able to dis¬ 
cern the black outpouring that covered 
as with a pull the skies above Savuil, 
and more frequently they have seen at 
night the glow in the sky reflected from 
the molten lava that has been flowing 
In main and branch streams to or to¬ 
ward the northern coast. 

On the isluud itself and to vessels out 
al sea the scene during the most violent 
eruptions has been of almost overpow¬ 
ering grandeur. If the calamity hud oc¬ 
curred on populous Upolu, with its 
many hamlets ami its rich cacao and 
cocoa pulm plantations, the loss of life 
and properly would have aroused the 
sympathy of the world. 

Upolu is the Garden of Eden in the 
colonial domain of Germany, but Savaii 
Is still among the wilds of Polynesia. 
A number of important islands in the 
vast waste of waters are still partly un¬ 
explored, and Savaii is one of them. 

A very few white traders and plant¬ 
ers live on the coast or u lillle inland. 
The native population is scattered 
among a few hamlets. 

The lava flows between August, 1905, 
and March last made straight for some 
of these settlements and wiped them 
out, but 

DAMAGE WAS NOT GREAT, 

for these primitive habitations are easily 
repluced. The Hows from the volcano 
t( the north const were still moving in 
March, and at all times they have been 
so regular in their progress that the 
hour when they would reach a threat¬ 
ened hamlet could be computed closely, 
and so all had ample time to escape.

DANCER IN VEGETABLES 


A NEW THEORY IN REGARD TO 
APPENDICITIS. 

Foencb Specialist Soys Complaint Is 
Caused by'Intestinal 
Parasites. 

The question as to whether it is ad¬ 
visable to operate so frequently lor 
appendicitis continues to arouse the 
interest of French physicians. 

M. Blanchard, a shining light in the 
French medical world, now comes for¬ 
ward with a startling new theory which 
entirely upsets all preconceived notions. 
He asserts—and says his assertion is 
backed by Prof. Metchnlkoff, of the 
Pasteur Institute—that appendicitis ;s 
undoubtedly caused by intestinal 
worms. These are of three kinds, and 
the most dangerous is that known as the 
trygocephal, which causes the sharp 
pains and symptoms which indicate 
appendicitis. 

TR * uOCEPHAL EGGS. 

Microscopic examination in every 
case of appendicitis that has come un¬ 
der the observation of Prof. Blanchard 
and Prof. Metchnikoff has revealed the 
presence of these parasites in the appen¬ 
dix. “Appendicitis," aays Prof. Blan¬ 
chard,, “more especially occurs during 
the hot weather, and although not con¬ 
tagious or infectious, it frequently as¬ 
sumes the character of an epidemic in 
certain districts." 

Now, according to the professor, 
market gardens in the neighborhood of 
great cities, such os Paris and London, 
ure frequently manured and fertilized by 
the deodorized and chemically treated 
product of the city sewers. In these 
market gardens the vegetables are 
forced, und examination shows that 
they conlain numerous intestinal para¬ 
sites, and especially the eggs of the 
dreaded trygocephal. 

OPERATION UNNECESSARY. 

The professor says that a surgical 
operation is absolutely unnecessary, 
and that It should never be performed 
unless some hard substance, such as a 
cherry stone, bus been accidentally 
swallowed by the patient. He urges 
legislation to forbid the use of deudur- 
ized und chemically treated sewage as 
manure, and that thymol should be ex¬ 
tensively used against intestinul 
worms. 

“Appendicitis,” adds Professor Blun- 
churd, “when not the consequence of 
the uccidenlul swallowing of some hard 
substance, is undoubtedly caused by tin’ 
parasite to b*e found in cabbuge, tur¬ 
nips, carrots, und cuulitlower. The 
danger lies in euting vegetables that 
have been forced by manures or wutered 
by contaminated well and spring 
water."

SOME DREAM WARNINGS 


DEATHS HAVE BEEN TOLD IN I 
MARKABLE WAYS. 

Bazaar Fire In Paris Was Foreseen by 
an Invalid Lady-Glory at a 
Murder Trial. 

While it would be absurd to claim 
prophetic significance for dreams in 
general, there can be no doubt what¬ 
ever that, in some mysterious way 
sleepers have often seen in ‘‘visions of 
the night" scenes, remote either in time 
or place, of which in their wakeful 
moments they have had no knowledge 
whatever. 

The terrible bazaar fire in Paris, which 
so shocked the world a few years ago 
for Instance, was foreseen in all its 
horrible realism by at least two people, 
one of whom, in spite of this warning? 
perished in the flames. On the night be¬ 
fore the catastrophe an invalid lady of 
Vouziers went through all its horrors 
in a dream; she saw the first outburst 
of the flames, the beautifully-dressed 
women rushing frantically In all direc¬ 
tions in search of escape; she saw the 
flames leap on them, and in her terror 
exclaimed, in the hearing of her doctor 
and nurse, “They have fallen in a pile 
across the door, and they are all ablaze! 
It is raining flames, great drops of fire 
are falling on them, the ceiling is giv¬ 
ing way; they are rolling over each 
other, piling on top of one another 1 
The poor woman— 

DRAG HER OUT, DRAG HER OUT !” 

And when she awoke from the night¬ 
mare vision she described it all in its 
gruesome detail the scenes which were 
enacted a few hours later in distant 
Paris. 

Equally singular was the story told 
not long ago on unimpeachable evi¬ 
dence of Count Cibrario, the head of one 
of the most ancient families of Turin. 
The Count’s son was mountaineering m 
the Maritime Alps, and as he was a 
cautious and expert climber his father 
had no fears for his safety. One morn¬ 
ing, however, he announced to his 
family that he had had a terrible 
dream, in w'hich he had seen his son, 
bleeding and battered, lying at the foot 
of a precipice, and had heard him ex¬ 
claim, “Father, I slipped down a "preci¬ 
pice and broke my head. I am dying. 1 
In vain did the Count’s family try to re- 
assure him. He persisted that his son 
was actually dead, and a few days later 
news came that Livio Cibrario’s body 
had been found, dreadfully crushed and 
bruised, at the bottom of a deep cre- 
vusse In the Alps. 

A remarkable story was revealed at a 
sensational murder-trial of a couple of 
generations ago. The dead body of Mr. 
Norway, an inoffensive Cornish gentle¬ 
man, hod been found by the roadside 
between Wadebridge and Bodmin, and 
it was evident that he had been brutally 
done to death. The whole country was 
excited, and a large reward was offered 
for the discovery of the assassins, but 
all to no purpose. They had effectually 
disappeared, and the mystery of the 
crime seemed beyond all solution, when 
Mr. Norway’s brother, a naval officer, 
arrived in England and told the 
FOLLOWING SINGULAR STORY. 

On the very night of his brother’s 
murder, when he was on his ship in the 
West Indies, he saw him, in a dream, 
walking along the Bodmin Road, when, 
from a dark recess in the hedge, two 
rulfians sprang out, slew and robbed 
him, and then made their way to a 
house In Wadebridge. which he sow 
vividly in his dream.

RIVAL COLONIES ON LAKE 


AND GERMANS MEET AT 
VICTORIA NYANZA. 


Contrast Between Iks 

Methods of These Two 


Ths white men who have settled along 
the short's of Victoria Nyanza, the 
second largest fresh water lake in the 
world, are telling us many things about 
the lake and the dwellers along its 
shores that Speke and Stanley, who dis¬ 
covered and explored it, never dreamed 
of. Scarcely a mail comes to Europe 
that does not bring new information 
from this region. 

Most of the 2,000 miles of shore teem 
with natives, but the present prospect ‘s 
that the largest wmte enterprises will 
in a few years be scattered along the 
southern coast in German East Africa. 
The reason for this is that gold has been 
discovered .-ere. The fact was first re¬ 
ported some two years ago by the Ger¬ 
man prospector Jancke, and later inves¬ 
tigations have fully confirmed his re- 
port that quartz gold mining on an 
important scale may be developed 
among the Tshela Mountains. This is a 
range extending far to the west from 
near the southeast corner of the lake. 
It abounds with gold-bearing quartz 
outcrops, and all the Germans who have 
visited it declare that this mining re¬ 
gion has a great future. Miners would 
certainly have been there before this 
time if it were not that, so far as is yet 
known, it is wholly a quartz crushing 
and not a placer proposition. 

HEAVY MACHINERY IS REQUIRED. 

To-day, however, the machinery may 
be transported by steam from the In¬ 
dian Ocean to within fifty miles of the 
Tshela range. A German missionary 
who has Just returned to his mission 
station near the lake has written home 
that eleven years ago he was eighty 
days making the journey from the In¬ 
dian Ocean to Victoria Nyanza, and 
now he has made the same journey in 
two days. Of course, he was a passen¬ 
ger on the Uganda Railway to Fort 
Florence, near the northeast coast i f 
the lake, and from that point steamers 
and sailing vessels ply to all the ports 
on the long coasts. Machinery will be 
carried by tills route, for the Germans 
have not yet had the enterprise to build 
their proposed railway from the ocean 
to the lake. 

Nearly all the coast lands are very 
populous, for the soil is fruitful. The 
Germans say, however, tliut near this 
future mining region the land is espe¬ 
cially productive and would support at 
least five times the present population. 
This will be important when mining und 
the industries related to it are developed 
there. 

The primitive conditions thut still ex¬ 
ist on Victoria Nyanzu are shown in 
muny ways. Every steamer und sailing 
vessel, for example, ties up or lies ut 
anchor, when night comes, at some 
island or near the mainland. They 
dare not navigate at night, for the dan¬ 
gers to navigation have not yet been 
mapped and the coast waters are strewn 
with rocks ttiat have usually meant 
shipwreck for the vessels ttiat have hit 
them. 

BRITISH AND GERMAN POSTS. 

The British and the Germans control 
the entire coast line, which is divided 
nearly equally between them. All 
travellers seem to agree that there is a 
marked difference between the appear¬ 
ance of the British und the German 
posts. The British are so busy with the 
larger aspects oi taming the wilderness 
of nature, building wharves and sup¬ 
plying transportation, tliut they give 
little time to less vital mutters, which, 
however contribute to comfort und 
oider. The result is that their streets

In December, however. He* eruption^ 
begun again with redoubled fury, and 
there Is no telling when peace and quid 
will again bless the lonely island. 
SBVOii is off the usual ocean routes and 
communication v illi it is neither regu- 
lur nor frequent, und so it happens Hint 
news only occasionally readies us from 
the land that is now the victim o! such 
troublous times.

I 
said to myself, and I didn't. It so hap¬ 
pened that I heard of u gentleman then 
in Durban, who could sketch very well, 
and when I had put myself into com¬ 
munication with him he offered to take 
my place and send his sketches down 
to me. so that 1 could touch them up 
and send them to England. I communi¬ 
cated w'ith the proprietors of the ‘Illus¬ 
trated London News,’ informing them of 
the whole incident and what 1 had done. 
II is a verv curious thing that out of the 
sixty or more battles I've been present 
at, witnessed and sketched, such an 
idea as ‘keeping out of it’ never occured 
to me. The man who went up for me 
was one of the first killed in the fight¬ 
ing !” 

Among the numerous cuses of inpn 
whose death, or that of u friend, hus 
been foretold in a dream, the following 
are good samples.

In vain did 
his wife Irv to dissuade him from going 
to the theatre thut evening. He went, 
took his part in “Rigoletto,” ruptured a 
blood-vessel during the performance 
and died almost immediately after¬ 
wards.

There is another contrast between 
the British and the Germans in inner 
Africa which is perhaps not so favor¬ 
able to the latter. A while ugo u Ger¬ 
man military force started from one of 
the lake stations on punitive expedi¬ 
tion aguinst the section of the Massai 
that lives in German territory. One of 
the officers expressed the opinion that 
the only way to solve the Massai prob¬ 
lem was to wipe these natives out en¬ 
tirely. Too many of Ihe Germans seem 
to iiold thq same opinion where they 
have trouble with the natives. 

The British, on the other hand, 
rounded i*p their unruly Massai subjects 
on tw’o reservations with a large amount 
of grazing and agricultural lurul. This 
scheme went into effect two years ago 
and both the public peace und the 
Massai seem to be benefltting by it.

FRENCH PRIEST MISSING

The cure of the Village of Chatcnay, 
France, Abbe Delarue, has mysteriously 
disappeared and despite the careful and 
and anxious search of hJ.s parishioners, 
no clue has been found to the mystery 
of what is, no doubUa deliberate mur¬ 
der. ^ 

On Monday, July 23, at 5 o’clock in 
the morning, the Abbe Delarue left his 
house on his bicycle for the station of 
Sainville, to take the train for Paris to 
receive certain sums for the charities of 
his parish. He was only to be gone 
forty-eight hours. , 

On Wednesday evening he arrived 
from Paris in Etampes, and as it was 
too late to catch the train from Etampes 
to Sainville, Abbe Delarue mounted his 
bicycle to return to Chatenay by road. 
Since that moment he has completely 
disappeared.

“He was always in rags, looked as if 
a good meal would do him good, and 
has acoepted coppers even from poor 
residents,” such are some of the things 
which the people of Hathersage and 
Bamford say about Alfred Booker, at 
one time a former, who for some years 
lived at Bamford, England, where he 
recently died. His will has created quite 
a sensation amongst the good villagers 
of Derbyshire.

He 
tramped the country for miles around, 
and would walk with a sack on his 
shoulders, his clothes all in holes, and 
his boots in a shocking condition.

The Mexicun Government declines to 
dispose of these lakes to any one. Presi¬ 
dent Diaz believeing that they may be¬ 
come sources of enormous income to the 
countrv, just as the nitrate of soda beds 
are to* Chile. What it may mean to 
the soap and glass industry of Mexico 
may be judged when it is slated that nt 
present manufactured soda, one of the 
principal items of cost, sells for 875 per 
ton in parts of that country. 

The same article from Adair Bnv mov 
b* delivered for less than one-third of 
that price. An estimate of an engineer 
is to the effect that there is enough soda 
on top of the ground to produce one 
hundred tons daily for seventy-five 
years. 


HANDLING VICIOUS IIORSF.S. 

Rarcy’s Little Trick for Curing Balking 
—Causes of Shying. 

A balkv horse can be cured, when 
under the suddle. by a very simple me¬ 
thod. Turn him around and around in 
his tracks a few times and then sud¬ 
denly straighten his head and he will 
willingly, und even gladly, go forward. 
This was the method of the edebruted 
John S. Rarev and has never been 
known to fail. 

The “jibbler" differs from the balker 
inasmuch as his so-called vice is coused 
by conception of the brain. The horse 
thus uffecled is liable to bolt or run 
away after one of three attacks and is 
a dangerous animal. 

Heating, although commonly termed 
a vice, is often cuused by too severe a 
curb. Sometimes the retiring horse 
loses his bulunce and fulls over back¬ 
ward. It is needless to say that the rid¬ 
er Is then lucky if he or she escapes 
without serious, if not fatal, injury. 
When a horse rears loosen the reins and 
speuk to him in a soothing tone; but if 
In* persists give him a sharp blow be¬ 
tween the eurs with the butt of the whip. 
This will bring him down on all fours 
with amazing quickness. 

Kicking is certainly a vice. .Some¬ 
times, however, it is cuused by fear, in 
which ease much can be accomplished 
by gentle management, exactly the 
opposite treatment of the rearing animal 
should be applied to the kicker. Hold 
his head up with might and main, for 
the horse cunnot throw out both hind 
legs at once when his head is elevated. 
Kicking straps are what the name im¬ 
plies. A strap fastened to the shafts 
over the horse's croup prevents kicking, 
but this is only serviceable when driven 
in single harness. Shying is a danger¬ 
ous fault. It connot properly be termed 
a vice, os It is generally the result of de¬ 
fective vision. Gentle treatment, sooth¬ 
ing words and patient persistence in ac¬ 
customing the animol to the dreaded ob¬ 
ject will often effect a cure. To Wish 
a horse because he shies or is frighten¬ 
ed only aggravates the evil. He will 
associate the punishment witfc the fright- ( 
fill object nnd will fear it more and 
more euch time he encounters it. 
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Might may make right, but it doesn’t 
always muke good.

BOY SMOKERS. 

Stringent Bill to Operate In England to 
Slop Juvenile Smoking. 

In their report issued recently the 
Committee on Juvenile Smoking strong- 
ly urged the British Government to in- 
Irouuce a hill next session (partly on 
the lines of Sir Hulpli LitUer’s measure, 
which they prefer to Lord Reay’s) as 
follows : 

1. Every person knowingly selling 
cigarettes, elgurelte papers, cigars, or 
tobucco to any etiild under .sixteen to •’<? 
liable for the first offence to a line not 
exceeding £2< ond for subsequent 
offences not exceeding £5. 

2. Every child under sixteen found 
smoking or in possession of cigarettes, 
etc., to he Ruble to a penalty not ex¬ 
ceeding £2 for ouch uHcifc- 

3. .onstubles to be uimved to stop 
youths apparently unde; sixteen seen 
smoking In a public place, and to con¬ 
fiscate tobacco found on them. 

4. Local authorities to be allowed *0 
extend some of these powers to park- 
keepers, schoolmasters, and others, and 
possibly to railway nnd dock compunic*. 

5. provisions to be made to exemnt 

co..uren procuring tobnceo for their 
parents or carrying messages for their 
employers. . 

No recommendation is made In re¬ 
gard lo automatic machines. Teachers 
are expected to dwell occasionally on 
the bad effects of the habit.

She eouhl uot make a will of 
her real eslate. nor of her personal 
property, without his permission, nn.l 
he was entitled to the income from her 
lands. He could lock her up in his 
house nml keep her there. Whether he 
could Inflict chastisement was a moot 
point, though a Judge of the North < ‘aro- 
linsi supreme court held In ISLd that ho 
possessed this power, provided ho used 
*‘n stick ns large ns his finger, but no 
larger than his thumb.”

Thrilling Incident In the Life of 
JameM Freeman Clarke.

LAKE Or GUATAVfTA SAID TO CON¬ 
TAIN VAST WEALTH. 


Capitalists Interested fat an 
Recover From 

the “Glided Man." 

.n a small city office situated in Lon¬ 
don, England, news Is anxiously await¬ 
ed from a man who is sitting on the 
edge of a mountain lake in Colombia, 
Central America, waiting for rain. Heavy 
rain may mean for him, and for those 
in the city office In London the recov¬ 
ery of treasure worth, so experts say, 
at least $300,000,000. The hero of the 
vigil is H. Knowles, managing director 
m Bogota of Contractors, Limited. 

The story of the company Is one of the 
most amazing romances of treasure¬ 
seeking in history. The Lake of Guata* 
vita, in Colombia, lies In the basin form¬ 
ed by the cone of an extinct volcano. 
11 is nine to ten thousand feet above tho 
sea level, and it Is but a few miles from 
the thriving little coal city of Bogota. 
Many centuries ago it was the Sacred 
Lake of the Chlbehas, a race which at 
the time of the .Spanish conquest num¬ 
bered over 1,000.000 individuals. The 
Chibeh&s worshipped the “Gilded Man,” 
and devoutly believed that their deity 
made his home at the bottom of the 
Lake of Guatavlta. Periodically they 
are declared to have made pilgrimages 
tc the lake, when they cast every Im¬ 
aginable kind of treasure, gold, silver 
and Jewels Into the waters with the ob¬ 
ject of propitiating the “Glided Man/ 
who through his army of priests threat¬ 
ened all kinds of pains and penalties un¬ 
less the treasure were offered In suffici¬ 
ent quantities. The story of the Chl¬ 
behas has many times been investigat¬ 
ed by Haveners, and all agree in be¬ 
lieving that the lake contains untold 
treasures. Humboldt, the famous trav¬ 
eler and historian, was one of ihose 
who estimated its value at $500,000,000. 

A PROSAIC BRITISH SYNDICATE. 

Quesada, the Spanish conqueror of the 
Chlbehas, was told the story of the 
treasure, and succeeded In reducing the 
water of the lake, then 214 feet deep, to 
fifteen feet. Then the sides fell in and 
all his labor was wasted. Further at¬ 
tempts were abandoned, and the lake 
reguined to a very large extent Its for¬ 
mer depth. When the Spanish great 
administrator failed, however, Contrac¬ 
tors, Limited, a prosaic British syndi¬ 
cate, formed just over six years ago, 
has determined to succeed. The syndi¬ 
cate was formed for the purpose of ex¬ 
ploiting a concession obtained from the 
Colombian Government to drain the lake 
und recover for their own use the trea¬ 
sure believed to be hidden by its waters.

He and His Schooner Have Figured 
Largely in Piratical Raids on 
the Rookeries. 

Despatches from Dutch Harbor, Alas¬ 
ka, indicate that the ruid on the seal 
rookeries of St. Paul Island, which re¬ 
sulted in the death of live Japanese 
poachers, was led by Alex. McLean, one 
of the most romantic figures of the Pa¬ 
cific coast, and the original of more 
than one hero of popular fiction. 

Probably no sea ranger since Capt. 
Kidd has iigured so prominently in story 
though the public history of this re¬ 
markable person extends over not more 
than a dozen years. 

Although well known in the Aleutians 
and Behring Sea for some lime, Capt. 
McLean's personality was first disclosed 
to the country at large in May, 1904, in 
the harbor of San Francisco. It was 
supposed then that his schooner, the 
Curmencito, was fitting out for a ne¬ 
farious sealing expedition, hut no¬ 
thing could be proved against her, and 
she was permitted to suil out of the 
Golden Gate us free as the west wind. 
It was rumored soon afterward that she 
had picked up a sealing outfit in Half 
Moon Bay and proceeded to the Kuriles 
nnd the Smoky Sea, as she was reported 
in that neighborhood at various times 
for a year. 

Capt. McLean was next heard of 
when still master of the Carmencita. 
He was arrested in September, 1905, in 
Victoria, B. C., by the Canadian authori¬ 
ties at the request of the American Con¬ 
sul. Acain nothing definite was ob- 


TWO GERMANS LIVE ON NOTHING. 

Secret of the Simple Life la Solved at 
Lott. 

Two German professors have solved 
the problem of how to live on “nothing 
& day.* They are at present leading ar 
exceedingly simple existence In Kaba- 
kon, a small island in the Bismarck 
archipelago, in the South Seas, where 
their food consists only of cocoanuts, 
their clothes of loin cloths and their 
amusements of sitting tn the tea read¬ 
ing or watching native dancers. 

The discovery of how to live on no- 
thing was made by Prof. Engleheart, 
of Munich and Erlangen Universities. 
He suffered from ill health from hit 
childhood, and nine years ago he started 
experimenting with a fruit diet. 

He was soon convinced that the 
fruits obtainable in Europe were not 
most suitable, and in 1901 he left for 
Ceylon, and after experimenting there 
and in Kab&kon, he has come to the 
conclusion that the cocoanut is the 
original, and therefore the most suit¬ 
able, food oLman. 

The professor was Joined fifteen 
months ago by Dr. A. Bethmann, and 
the two are now living on cocoanuts at 
a cost of nothing per day. 

H. M. Robson, of Cowan-terrace, 
Newcastle-on-tyne, who has Just re¬ 
turned to London after a pleasure trip 
to Kabakon, gives an interesting ac¬ 
count of the professor’s simple life. 

“I went out by the German-Lloyd boat 
for a holiday. The trip lasted seventeen 
weeks and cost less than 8200,’’ he said. 
“I found both the professors in very 

S ood health. I adopted the cocoanut 
let myself, and found It agreed with 
me excellently. 

“The cocoanuts are quite different 
from those seen in this country. They 
are fresh and soft, and are eaten with 
a spoon, like butter. The nut is full of 
a fresh milk, and that Is the only drink 
used. 

“The island Is a land of perpetual 
spring. It is thickly covered with 
vegetation, is only two miles long and 
one broad, and Is an ideal place to take 
a trip to," concluded Mr. Robson. ‘ 1 
should strongly advise anyone who can 
spare the time to go. Visitors will Le 
warmly welcomed by the professors, 
and the only expense will be the pas¬ 
sage money, for living there cost* no¬ 
thing." 


JAPANESE RAILWAYS. 

Some of the institutions on Japanese 
railways are peculiar to that country. 
One of those is a smear of paint across 
the windows of third-class carriages. 
This is made necessary because thou¬ 
sands of native travellers in Japan, ac¬ 
customed to only paper walls for let¬ 
ting in light, have no knowledge of 
glass. Its utter transparency leads them 
to believe that the window is simply u 
hole in the side of the car. With pain¬ 
ful results many native passenger* have 
stupidlv attempted to slick their heads 
through the glass. For a long time 
ambulances from receiving hospitals 
had to meet nearly every train arriving 
in Japanese cities, and hence the streak 
of paint is a warning to the Oriental 
farmer from the back country that there 
U something more than atmosphere in 
the window.

THE RADIUM CLOCK. 

We cannot say lhat perpetual motion 
has actually been discovered, but the 
radium clock comes very near to it. A 
sinetlV quantity of radium is put in a 
glass tube, ut the lower end of which is 
an electroscope with two long strips of 
silver. The activity of the radium in¬ 
duces the ‘minus beta” rays to be con¬ 
ducted to the tips, w'hen the leaves of 
the electroscope expand and touch ttie 
sides of two conducting wire*. Of 
course, the currents are at once releas¬ 
ed and the leaves fall back again. The 
beats are repeated every two minutes 
and the calculation is that it will con 
tmue for no leas than 30,000 years, which 
Is about as near to perpetuity as any¬ 
one need trouble about.

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 

To Reheat a Roast of Beef.—The fol¬ 
lowing way to reheat a roast of beef 
is given by a European cook. By 
it the roast will be, to all appearances 
and flavor, a first service, unless it has 
been marred by the marks of a carving 
knife: Wrap the roast in tough, butter¬ 
ed paper and put it in the oven. Let 
it stay until it is thoroughly heated, 
but do not allow it to cook. Reheat the 
gravy and serve beside the meat in a 
hot gravy boat. 

Cucumber and Potato Salad.—Peel and 
cut one good sized cucumber into small 
dice, cover with salted water, and set 
on ice for one hour. Dice five potatoes 
—cold boiled—sprinkle with one salt- 
spoonful of salt and one teaspoonful of 
minced onion. Drain the cucumber, add 
It to the potato, pour over them one cup¬ 
ful of .salad dressing, and let it stand 
one-half hour to one hour on Ice. 

Compote'xle Melon.—Prepare a thick 
syrup out of one pound of sugar, the 
juice of five lemons, and one pint of 
raspberry juice. Peel and quarter two 
sound cantelopes, stew fh syrup until 
tender, take out, and arrange in your 
compote dish, and strain the remaining 
syrup. When cold serve in each quar¬ 
ter cantalope some lemon Ice. 

Cantulope Blanc Mange.—Peel and 
slew two large cantalopes in one quart 
of water until soft. Press pulp through 
a sieve in a -bowl, odd the juice of six 
oranges, one-quarter pound sugar, two 
ounces gelatin—previously dissolved in 
a little hot water—set the bowl in crack¬ 
ed ice, beat the mixture with an egg- 
beater until It becomes almost snow 
white, then take your jelly mold and 
pour mixture in and set on ice until 
quite firm. 

Egg Fricassee with Cheese. — Four 
thick slices white bread, two eggs, salt- 
spoonful of salt, dash of pepper, two 
tublespoonfuls milk; beat thoroughly; 
dip the breud in this mixture and saute 
till brown on both sides. Have one-half 
cup grated dairy cheese, one-half cup 
chipped fried ham,#one cup creum;cook 
slowly; add a dash of salt and pepper 
(cayenne), one saltspoonful mustard. 
Turn over toast and serve. 

Holato Puff.—Into a quart of finely 
rnQshed and seusoned potato beat the 
stiffly beulen whites of two eggs. Turn 
into baking dish und brown lightly. 

Fried Green Tomato.—Cut hard green 
tomatoes into thick slices. Dip each 
slice in crumbs, beaten egg (well sea¬ 
soned), and crumbs again. Fry slowly 
in butter till tender, and serve. The 
flavor much resembles fried oysters. 

Fish.—Salmon trout is a delicious fish, 
and one of ttie best ways of cooking 
them is Ihe following. Place in a drip¬ 
ping pan with just sufficient water to 
keep il from burning. Rub the fish well 
with butter before putting in the oven 
und bake slowly, busting carefully. 
When done take It from the oven and 
pour one cup of cream—previously bout- 
ed to prevent curdling—into the drip¬ 
ping pun with any gruvy which is left. 
Put into one teuspoonful of butter and 
a little chopped parsley. Let this gravy 
boil up and sene with the fish. Cur- 
rots when well mashed und well done 
improve the flavor of the gruvy. 

Onion soup.—Boil six young but fully 
grown onions In two waters, turning 
off Ihe first at fhe end of ten minutes’ 
boll, and replacing with fresh hot 
water. There should be a quart of the 
second wuter. When the onions ure 
lender, add ft cupful of dry. tine breud 
crumbs and cook gently for five minutes 
more. Pour the contents of the buttle 
into a colander und rub the onions and 
crumbs through It into Ihe liquid In Ihe 
bowl below. • Return ull to the fire, 
simmer for a minute, and stir into Ihe 
soup a “roux," made by heating to a 
bubbling cream a great spoonful of but¬ 
ter with one of flour In a frying pan. 


Do not wring the flannel skirt in the 
laundry, but wrap It in a cloth and put 
it through the mangle, and when hall 
dry put the skirt Into a f^h cloth, 
carefully folded, and mangled Ull all 
moisture ls pressed out. 

To freshen a stale loaf is quite easy. 
Just dip the loaf into cold water for a 
second only and place it in a hot oven 
for five or ten minutes to dry- A loaf 
treated like this, though it be a week 
old, will be as good as If new. 

To makl an excellent grate polish, 
boll two ounces of best blacklead with 
half a pint of beer and a piece of yellow 
soap the size of a walnut. When cold, 
place in a bottle and keep tightly cork¬ 
ed. Use Ibis sparingly, and polish vig¬ 
orously with a nice clean brush. 

A child’s day sleep is often spoiled 
by the way In which the little one ls put 
to bed. First of all the shoes should 
be taken off and If at all Ught the socka 
too. Then make sure that every part. 1 
the dress is quite loose, and that there 
are no strings or bands to cramp the 
sleeper.

SUPERSTITION. 

There is a Right Way and a Wront 
Way to Invoke Goddess ol For¬ 
tune You Must Know. 

There is a right way and a wront 
ir the picking up of a horseshoe. I wof 
walking with a country-bred boy a Ion* 
a Somerset lane and saw one lying ir 
the crumbling summer rut. ‘There if 
a horseshoe," said 1. The lad sprang 
forward, but stopped suddenly t>efon 
his fingers touched the iron. “But 
won t pick It up,” said lie, “or I shal 
spoil your luck.” It may perhaps hav< 
been only a point of etiquette, but hi 
assured me that a horseshoe of my find 
ing could bring luck neither to him noi 
to me if he touched it before me. 

The origin of the superstition, says i 
writer in the London Evening Standard 
now fingering chiefly ns a saying un< 
a jest, is perhaps earlier than the horse 
shoe, and has nothing whalever lo d< 
with it. It was from the influence of tlx 
new moon that good was to be exepeclei 
and still there are some who turn tin 
money in their pocket* when they firs 
see her in the sky. The early horseshoi 
was u simple crescent, and the super 
stltion has lingered uround un ; objee 
that at first was only

It was to the protection of some morn 
goddess, therefore, that the household*' 
first trusted when he kept ihe witch ou 
of his dwelling by hanging a horsesho< 
on the door. Neither spell nor mulig 
uant wish, nor the power of the evil ey* 
could cross the threshold in the pres 
ence of her symbol. Even the pixies 
-bo brought u certain whimsical niei 
riment into their practical joking, wer 
j no good in Ihe fuce of that. Cheat ei 
out of their nocturnal rides they migh 
as well retire underground at once if ; 
horseshoe burred their etilrv to th 
stable. 

For these troublesome elves, in day 
gone by. hud a way of working the cat 
tie ut night for their own amusement 
und when the good mun mine in tli 
morning he found the poor beasts “ul 
terrified like, an’ out in u lulher ■ 
sweat.”

To this day there are horseshoes 11 
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lug to Matthew Jesus heals (he man 
with u touch, according to Murk, with 
u word ot comfort, und according to 
Luke, with a w'ord of command. It is 
useless to uttempt to harmonize the 
tliree narratives in these points of dc- 
tull. The differences ure such as we 
might naturally expect in thsec inde¬ 
pendent accounts of the same event, 
given by mree different persons several 
decades after the event itself had taken 
place. We have here a good example 
of the fact that divine inspiration in no 
case rules out or destroys the human 
element, und it is only a narrow view 
of inspiration and its effects which is 
concerned to reconci^o these differ¬ 
ences, end make each .pf the three ac¬ 
counts tally word for word with the 
others. The fact, moreover, that such 
differences occur in the gospel narrative 
Is a strong argument in favor of the 
authenticity of that narrative. Were 
the gospel stories concerning the mira¬ 
cles wrought bv Jesus 1 the product of the 
Imagination of men living at some later 
time, or were they the cunningly de¬ 
vised fubles of ingenious men. we 
might expect armony in detuil in the 
narratives of different writers who to¬ 
gether conspired to deceive those for 
whom they wrote. With, the attempts 
which have been made to harmonize the 
three accounts of the healing of the 
blind man, or men, we need not con¬ 
cern ourselves. The story of the visit *>f 
Jesus to the home of Zacclueus is pecu¬ 
liar to Luke's narrative.

In India, il Possible, He is Left Very He 
specifully Alone. 

If one is to believe Ernest Ingersoll’s 
recently published "Life of Mammals, 
most of lhe Hindus and Malays meekly 
accept the tiger as an evil to be endur¬ 
ed, and in this mood have lifted it, with 
superstitious terror and reverence, into 
a sort of malignant deity, which must 
and may be pacified. 

You can be shown to-day forest 
shrines and suintly tombs where the 
tiger comes nightly to keep pious guard, 
and you may hear in any Hindu village 
of jogis lo whom the cruel beasts are 
a>.. lap dogs. 

One of the difficulties which British 
officers have encountered in certain 
parts of lndiu, in their attempts to kill 
off the cuttle lifting or man eating tig¬ 
ers of some dangerously infested neigh¬ 
borhood, or to have .sport with them, 
is the opposition of the people to their 
destruction. 

Mr. Ingersoll quotes un illustration of 
this from one of the earlier sportsmen 
writers, the scene of the incident being 
not fur from Bombay: 

“While sitting at breakfust we were 
alarmed by hearing cries of distress pro¬ 
ceeding from the juglieerdar's hut. and 
on running to ascertain the cause we 
found old Kuinali in a furious stute of 
excitement, his left hand firmly fixed 
in the woolly pate of ttie hopeful scion 
of the house, und belaboring him with 
a siout bamboo. 

"We inquired what crime young Mol* 
deen hud been guilty of to bring upon 
him such a storm of purenlnl indigna¬ 
tion. and learned lo our astonishment 
that il was u 11 owing to his having 
killed ll tiger. 

"One of his father's lame buffalos hav¬ 
ing been killed by a tiger on the previ¬ 
ous day. tllie young savuge hud watched 
for him during the night and shot him 
from a tree when he returned to feed 
upon the carcass. This most people 
would have considered a very gallant 
and meritorious exploit on the part, of a 
lad of 15, blit the old forester was of a 
different opinion. 

“II was all very well for us who lived 
in lhe open conn try to wage war with 
tigers, hut with him. who lived on soci- 
uble terms with them, in the jungle, the 
case was different. 

‘“I have no quarrel with tigers,’ said 
lie.

A small quantity of borax added 
the cold starch in starching shirts, col 
lars, cuffs and pillow shams, will give 
them additional stiffness. 

When making custards allow them to 
cool a little before adding flavoring, for 
in this way a smaller quantity will be 
required. 

Fly catchers may be made as follows. 
Roil linseed oil with u little resin till *t 
forms a viscid, stringy paste when cold.

The youthful force lius l>een recruited 
from the grammar schools and elemen¬ 
tary schools throughout the lund. It 
owes its inception to Lord Chc’ylesmore, 
president of the Natlonul Rifle Associa¬ 
tion, who recently came to the conclus¬ 
ion that the time was ripe for extend 
ing the cadet corps. 

The association started a fund, to 
which the King subscribed fifty guineas, 
and then decided to try the experiments 
of a boys’ Bisley”—the elementary and 
grammur schools to be asked to supply 
the boys. 

The first half dozen—they came from 
the Upper Tooting High School—arrived 
ai Bisley about 3.30 the other day. They 
were met on the grassy slope near the 
Scottish Eight's “hut,” by a tall and dig¬ 
nified officer of his Mujesty’s Guards 
—Colonel Horace Ricardo—who, in a 
tone of gentle authority, gave the word 
of command to full into line. 

JUVENILE SOLDIERS. 

In a quarter of an hour more than 
300 boys, from 24 grammar schools, and 
similar schools throughout the country, 
were drawn up in squads. 

One or two of the sturdy little com¬ 
mandoes marched to the purade ground 
with bugles blowing ond drums merrily 
beating, but the majority of the bovs 
came up laughing and Joking in Iw’os 
and threes. 

Col. Richardo received England's fu* 
lure guards ns they arrived, and in a 
few minutes hod the detached groups 
and companies marshalled on purade— 
n battalion in column. 

The boys were* n little excited at first, 
but they soon grew' serious, und us Lord 
rheylesuiore approached to inspect the 
lines, they dressed smartly like real lit¬ 
tle soldiers on tin* stalwart Guardsmen, 
towering above them, who are to act us 
guides and Instructors.

To give my actual experience, I be 
gan one (all with 12 yearling ewe* am 
hired a Cotswold ram for $3/ writes Mr 
C. Shinnerer. In due time n»y ewes al 
brought twin lambs except one an< 
raised them all. About the *nd of Sep 
tember l butchered the uest "#i»e ant 
sold 22 a few days later to a neighboi 
for 9100. I then got a full blootl Ox 
ford rum and tha next crop of Iambi 
was fully as good, If not better. ft 
start a flock, my way would be to ge 
the desired number of lambs In the fall 
preferably full bloods, but good grade* 
will do and to breed from them, ther 
keep them all and in the spring thej 
should shear from 12 to 15 pounds o 
wool. In the fall 1 would get a well 
bred Oxford ram for breeding. 

1 rather favor early lumbs, but yoi 
must have a warm stuble and mon 
feed will be needed. The ewes muj 
have less wool thun if the lambs corm 
lute. If yo% are likely to become over 
stocked yoir can get rid of lambs a 
good prices. The ewes will be fat In th< 
fall to sell or In prime fix to breet 
ago In. To have good lumbs ready foi 
Easter you must pifsh them all you cun 
besides feeding the mothers strong 
feeds, 1 always have un extra pen Ie< 
the lambs to go into, where I givejhew 
sugar to get them started eating. *Ther 
I give oats and corn meal bran, mil 
wheat, sugor beets and In fact anythin*, 
they will eat, along with plenty of goo4 
ciover hay. If I want to keep them I 
dock all of them within two weeks fron 
birth. Those 1 intend to sell 1 omit. 

For the ewes a good, roomy stnbh 
should be provided during the wintei 
and also for summer use, to keep ttum 
away from sun and flies. The ewes 
must have plenty of exercise, even ir 
winter time. Tlicir main feed should is 
clover buy or alfalfa, if you have it 
w ith, some good corn fodder. I nlsc 
give them cut sheaf oats und oats unc 
shelled corn mixed. Oil meal, brar 
and loots of some kind with suit ant 
sulphur adds to their flesh. You rnus 
be curefnT not to over-feed, and shoulc 
manage .mli^fiock so ns to sell the ewei 
after the flrsU or second lainbing, tc 
keep up the vitality of the general flock 
Du not overstock. A small flock doe* 
better than u large one.

BELGIAN VILLAGE PAGEANT. 

Days of Crusaders Commemorated by 

Quaint Procession. 

One of the most interesting religious 
festivals held In Europe was the proces¬ 
sion through the streets of Fumes, Bel¬ 
gium. the other Sunday, originally or¬ 
ganized in commemoration of the pre¬ 
sentation of a fragment of the true 
Cross of Hie, Abbey of Furnes by Robert 
of Jerusalem, in the twelfth century.

I lie procession was headed by a cur 
representing the sucrillce of Abraham, 
with Abri*hum in blue plush, with up¬ 
lifted sword, little Isaac in brow'n. and 
a docile donkey laden with faggots. The 
cur* following showed Moses in the 
wilderness, Duvid as psalmist, long and 
penitent respectively, and John Ihe Bap¬ 
tist as Ihe forerunner of Christ, sur¬ 
rounded by shepherd*, herdsmen und 
hermit*. 

A large car carried by penitents* re¬ 
presenting' a cow-shed with a thatched 
roof, portrayed the birthplace of Christ. 

waxen ehild lay in u manger on some 
straw, white Ihe Virgin and Joseph 
stood near by surrounded by an angel 
clniir coiii|KJsed of little girls dressed in 
while, with pink gauze wings fastened 
lo Hair shoulders. Two plaster oxen 
gazed pluc icily oil the group. 

Then curin' shepherds on fool, escort¬ 
ing itii* three kings In gorgeous ermine* 
Innina-d mantles. Succeeding tableaux 
.showed the Might into Egypt. Ih*- court 
uf Herod, Christ disputing in Ihe Timipie 
;ii)i| the entrance of Christ into Jcrusul- 
fin. The incidents -of the CrucilLxion 
were graphically depleted while the Iasi 
car showed the Ascension--Christ stand¬ 
ing on a green mound* surrounded by 
the Apostles, and with Hie Virgin at ills 
feet. 

the procession owes its origin to Rob¬ 
ert of Jerusalem, who. on reluming 
from the Holy Lund, vowed during a 
storm ul sea Ihut he would present, u 
fragment of Hie true Cross to the first 
church he saw if he escaped shipwnrk. 
The first church he saw on landing 
proved to be the Abbey of Furnes, vvlufre 
the relic was inslulled with great ponr-p.
